Legal Procedure To Take 
' 30 To 50 Days Before

With a total of approximately: 
240 names purporting to be, 
and claimed by the backers of 
petition to be, qualified electors 
signed to a petition filed with 
City Clerk Wallis on Thursday, 
the cauldron of Belle Glade 
City polities seems off to some 
“seething”. 

Legal informants are not ex- 
actly clear as to just the right 
procedure or the next procedure 
after the Clerk checks the list 
to see that those names or at 
least 25 percent of the quali- 
fied voters on the list are 
qualified voters. 

Being the first recall petition. 
to be activated to this point in 
the history of the City, pro- 
cedure must be determined and 
precedent established, 

After reciting the legal auth- 
ority as a basis of actiofi, the 
petition asks for "the recal and.
